I should say tho 
king's chances of recovery are a great 
deal better than were those of the pres- 
ident, because an ordinary case of ap- 
pendicitis is more likely to get well 
than a bullet wound in the stomach. 


"Talcing it altogether, I suppose 


more than 95 per cent of the appendi- 
citis cases get well, providing they are 
taken in time, while in cases of bullet 
wounds of the stomach, probably not 
more than 60 per cent get well. 


"Treses, who performed the opera- 


tion on King Edward, is a well known 
man, 
especially in abdominal surgery, 


and has written 011 it in books of high 
standard. I have been tempted to "ca- 
ble to Treves one of the many tele- 
grams I received when President Mc- 
Kinley was ill. It read: 'Every one 
is praying for McKinley;

Terrible Scene Confroiitefl Tie Eyes Of

of a German 


brewer, was shot and killed today in 
her home on Main street 
by a man 


who up to three o'clock this afternoon 
had not been identified. The murderer 
coni'mitted suicide by shouting. 


The tragedy occurred about 10:30 


o'clock this lorenoon, but was not dis- 
covered until after noon, when Mueller 
went to his home for 
dinner. The 


cause of the tragedy was not apparent 
during the first two or three hours the 
police were 
investigating, 
but tho 


theory was that the murderer was en- 
amored of Mrs. Mueller and a quarrel 
tesulted in the shooting. 


Mrs. 
Mueller resided on the fourth 


floor of a block, 159 Main street. It 
was evident that a man called there 
early this forenoon, as neighbors le- 
ported that they saw a stranger en- 
tering the building sometime after nine 
o'clock. About 10:30 persons in near- 
by buildings heard the noise of a dis- 
turbance and the occupants of a drug 
store in the vicinity believe they heard 
shots at about that hour. 


No investigation was made at the 


tim<J as little attention was given to 
the noise. When Mr. Mueller entered 
the apartments during the dinner hour 
ne was confronted 
with a startling 


sight. On the floor 
of the 
kitchen, 


bleedly profusely from wounds in tho 
head, lay the body of his wife. She 
had been dead over an hour. 


When Mueller recovered from tho 


shock he hurriedly looked through the 
tenement. In the bath room he found 
the body of a man, the 
identity ol 


whom he claimed to be ignorant. The 
police were summoned early in the 
afternoon and at once commenced a 
systematic search of the house. 


Their investigations disclosed that 


before the tragedy Mrs. Mueller and 
the stranger had occupied a room to- 
gether. A dispute had evidently oc- 
curred. The man firing a shot at the 
woman and hitting her iti 
the face. 


From appearances 
she lied 
to tho 


kitchen, where a second shot was fired, 
this time the bullet entering the neck. 
The woman was 
found,

where she stood when the second bul- 
let hit her.

In the Outlook for June 14, a con- 


servative weekly, there is a masterly 
article by Arthur H. Blssell on the 
"liasponslpUtty For Corrupt Legisla- 
tion," •which, brlelly condensed, is as 
follows: "Where should we place tlic 
blame for the corruption so often cur- 
ried on by legislators or municipal of- 
ficers? It can be noticed that many of 
them commence' their labors with zual 
for public good, but before long they 
see the futility of their efforts, as they 
find themselves iu an orbit of commer- 
cialism that carries off everything. 
Bribes are offered under such subtle 
forms in support of apparently harm- 
less bills aud so many tine men accept 
the bribes that few can long see the 
r.ced of refusing them. Especially has 
the evil developed with the entry of 
the large corporations in every corner 
of the business world. Competing con- 
cerns arc employing underhand meth- 
ods to accomplish their end. Opposing 
generals, absorbed in their campaigns, 
have no thought for the demoraliza- 
tion which such war entails. 
In Its 


last analysis the evil cannot be cured 
as long as public sentiment blames 
those who are corrupted and not those 
who corrupt. We should recognize the 
tremendous power for evil which ex- 
ists where business Interests rest up- 
on Increased dividends no matter how 
•liuch that may undermine our whole 
|oj$a£,life. JBusljaetm men and the di- 
rectors of eorpoiatlons should be edu- 
cated to tafee a higher view of their re- 
sponsibility In these matters. There 
must be a larger realization of Individ- 
ual duty." - 


At tlrfit sight it Is somewhat refresh- 


ing to notice that even our conaei \ n- 
tive friends condescend to occasionally 
let us know the dark bottom of our so- 
cial life, the wretched kettle Mhere all 
our industrial iniquities nro boiled 
down into that miserable uieas called 
legislation.

And the earth has already 
seen a great deal of that, enough to 
wake up the conscience of humanity, 
the common SOIIHO of thai public senti- 
ment about which we are constantly 
chattering, aH if it represented boine- 
tblng of any especial value ii. the lino 
of honesty and decency. Rut <lo?s it 
amount to anjthing In the long run? 


Try to talk with the influentlnl chtips 


who, if anybody can, could ninlto pub- 
lic sentiment, niul you will find them 
all ao busy in their own private affairs, 
BO ignorant about nil that Is goin^ on 
in every Important subject of life, so 
unwilling to discriminate 
between 


rignt and wrong in the essentials or 
human existence, BO satisfied about the 
general march of civilization, so liopi>- 
f ul in regard to the proper rectlticutlon 
of evils in the sweet by and by, or so 
hopeless and resigned to a perpetual 
kingdom Of evil and wiorig that their 
only public sentiment consists in crush- 
Ing somebodj lest homebody crushes 
them, always provided that the crush- 
ing process rests on our owrt precious 
laws of barbarism and sin.

About their necessari-* the poor ore 


naturally very economical, but there 
Is many a poor sweatshop worker on 
the east side of New Yoik who pays 
his dollar or two every Saturday night 
to go with his wife to the Yiddish the- 
ater. The poor man will pay his 5 
cents for his glass of beer oil Satur- 
day night. 
Sometimes his tempera- 


ment gets awn) with him and he 
spends for too many glasses. If the 
price of meat went up 5 cents, It would 
be a great misfortune to this same 
man. He doesn't like to spend a cent 
too much for uu} thing he has to have, 
aud yet It is a common thing for a poor 
man to distribute pennies among his 
children quite iccklesbly. That IB a 
luxury to him, aftectb his mood and is 
spread benefieiallj o\er his work. 


The east side is full of candy shops, 


to the1 detriment of the stomachs of the 
poor man's children. The poor man 
who would tight for an hour with a 
pushcart peddler over the price of a 
banana ghes his child a cunt unwisely 
in this case, although no doubt it is a 
temperamental satisfaction to him. Of 
course there Is a side to the expendi- 
ture o^ the poor which is wholly bad. 
Discouragement breeds a recklessness 
which has no economical -value. Apres 
mol Ic deluge (eat arid drink, for to- 
morrow ye die) is often the uncon- 
scious thought of the very poor. Hope- 
less of improvement, they take no 
thought of the morrow and are some- 
times greater spendthrifts than the 
very rich. But this Is the poor man's 
disease and is remedied only by better 
circumstances. 


They who can afford to live on a big 


scale pay less for necessaries than the 
poor. It is one of the hurdcbt aspects 
of poverty that it is only tho rich who 
In some ways can afford to be econom- 
ical. They pay less very often than 
tlie very poor for the necessaries of 
life. This is strikingly true of coal, 
for instance. The dwellers In tenement 
houses have no place "to store a large 
quantity ot coal even If they had 
enough money on blind to buy it by tho 
ton, so they are forced to buy by the 
basket nt a much higher rate, thus 
paying from 40 to CO cents for a hun- 
dred pounds, while the rich man, buy- 
ing by the ton, pays only fiom 20 to 
25 cents a hundred pounds. The rent, 
too, of the very poor in the tenement 
houses IB, considering the accommoda- 
tions afforded, much higher than the 
rent of the well to do, and the same 
principle applies to other things. The 
dealings of the poor are necessarily of 
such a miserably retail character that 
tho rate paid Is commonly enormously 
high.—Alnslee'a Magazine.

A Union Victory. 


Labor unions have obtained another 


victory in the supreme court in the case 
brought by James Lynch against the 
Compact Labor club of Marble Cutters' 
Helpers of New York. 


Lynch applied for membership on 


March '£>. 1001, nud, he suya, puid $101) 
for admission, and thereafter received 
notice of meetings. On April 7, 1002, 
the treasurer returned him the $100, 
Buying thnt tho union would not accept 
him 
lie sued to compel the union to 


admit him. 


Tho case was heard before Supreme 


Court Justice Oreeiibuum. 
Charles 


PterKlcr, counsel for the union, mlmif- 
1-tl that the $100 was paid to the union; 
that it gavo Lynch a probation card 
which entitled him to nil the rights of 
a member until his name was voted 
upou, und that the union finally re- 
jected him, but contended thut the 
union had a perfect right to do HO und 
no mini could force himself into the 
union through any court. 


Justice Ureenbaum the other duy sus- 


tained this -\ie-ft und denied the motion 
for a mandamus. 


When the United States, of America 


itarted out In its travels through his- 
tory us an organized nation, it adopted 
the theory that b,umau beings are equal 
and have equal rights in the eyes of 
the law. 


This country was born at an exciting 


time, a period which contained rather 
earnest •warnings for those who disre- 
garded the rights of man. 


A king had had his head cut off be- 


cause the carriages of his nobility had 
an unpleasant way of'running down 
children iu the streets of Paris. 


Gradually we seem io be getting 


away from our primitive view of 
human equality. 


We propose to quote an Instance. A 


certain rich man bought a fast auto- 
mobile and began learning to manage 
It. 


He ran at a high rate of speed 


through the street nnd killed one ot the 
children playing there. 


The worst that could possibly hap- 


pen to him was paying as a fine a 
sum less than It cost to buy the auto- 
mobile. He was not deprived of bis 
liberty even an hour, although he had 
deprived a child of its life and a moth- 
er and father of their child. 


This same man In his same automo- 


bile was again careering through the 
streets of New York city. 


He was known as the man who had 


killed a child in the reckless pursuit of 
pleasure. A jury convicted him nnd 
sentenced him to pay a small sum of 
money. 


The people in the streets, not know- 


Ing whom he might kill next, disliked 
him, and a misguided boy, a child 
twelve or thirteen years old, picked up 
the tin lid ot a wash boiler and threw 
It at the automobile. 


Then the point of view in law and 


justice which now prevails among us 
became clear. 


Tho man whose automobile had re~ 


cently killed a child was highly in- 
dignant at another child for throwing 
something at his automobile and slight- 
ly bruising one of Its occupants. 


A policeman was sent to find that 


child, and he found him. He brought 
him to court with a broken ankle. 
PoB&lbly It was broken in the finding 
of him. 


Tho pale faced child stood there with 


his broken ankle while the man who 
had killed a child told the story of the 
other child's crime. 


The child with the broken ankle waa 


deprived of his liberty for three months 
—tent to an institution as a warning 
to all children. 


Thus we learn that a man may kill 


a child with no more serious conse- 
quences than the payment of a fine, 
which means nothing to a rich man. 


A child must not throw the lid of a 


wash boiler at a death dealing ma- 
chine without being deprived of his 
liberty. 


If our view of human equality bad 


not changed, the owner of that auto- 
mobile would be in jail, nud not the 
poor child with the broken ankle, 
whose almost sufficient excuse would 
be found In the murderous reputation 
of the uutoinoblllst, the child's early 
years and his luck of education.—-New 
York Evening Journal.

They live fu wretched hovels, uro bnlf, 
fed aud clothed iu raga and present an 
appearance beside which the breaker 
boy*of the Pennsylvania coal mines ap- 
pear to be -well fed and well clothed 
youths."

A wholly new and really very star- 


tling and significant incident in the 
warfare on the weekly press, says 
llrooko Fisher in the June Atlantic, 
WHS the ruling of Third Assistant Post- 
tnfiKter General Madden within the 
past twehe mouths thnt weekly jour- 
imK edited by "cranks," such as ad-

under the siune category—shall be de- 
nied the privileges of the newspaper 
mail rates. This Intrepid reformer hns 
thus placed under a ban intended to 
make tlio-ir distribution impracticable 
two widely circulated sheets with 
tencta which he could not approve on 
the ground that they were virtually 
advertising circulars because they arc 
devoted to "advertising" certain ideas. 
This sounds like Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera boutTe, hut it is the official ac- 
tion of the present third assistant post- 
muster general. If It be part of the 
programme ahead in our new departure 
In national character to destroy the in- 
dependence of the press and strangle 
the expression of public opinion, or. 
rather, to prevent the formation of any 
public opinion, this Mr. .Madden, other- 
wise unknown to fame, will have etirn- 
ed a high place on the roll of glory con- 
taining the heroes of the American 
war on Spain and the Philippines. 


It la true that theie Is a point of 


riew front which golf may be regarded 
as an extremely simple guaSe—the very 
simplest of all the game* with a bail 
and a club, says William G. Brown in 
the Juno Atlantic.

and urged forward with an exquisite 
free lashinj? out of the wrists, it takes 
flight as with wings and seeks its true 
course as with a mind and purpose of 
its own. until it drops into the cup with 
a tintinnabulation, that no louder clang 
or paean ever surpassed In its sugges- 
tion of victory and consummation, 
there Is no foreseeing wbat perplexity 
or temptation to carelessness or over- 
confidence it will present. 


Not twice off the tee ground and the 


putting green will the possibilities and 
probabilities of the stroke be quite the 
same. In the lie, the wind, tho dis- 
tance to be traversed, the obstacles to 
be carried, there are variations no' to 
be reckoned by any known mathemat- 
ics. 


Then, as the uiutch approaches Its 


dreadfully quiet climax of defeat or 
victory, the responsibility may grow 
positively appalling. The very delib- 
eration which, impossible in most 
games, Is so characteristic of this, BO 
far from lessening the strain on one's 
nerves, undoubtedly heightens it. One 
has time to estimate the emergency, to 
realize the crisis. 


Not the fiercest rally at tennis, not 


the longest and timeliest home run at 
baseball, not the most heroic rush at 
football, requires a more rigid concen- 
tration of thought and energy or a 
more dauntless courage than the nick 
of a putter that sends the ball crawl- 
ing on its last little journey across the

v jle means the match. 


There is not a quality of mind or body 
—1 will not except or qunUi'.i at all— 
no, not one, that life Itaelf proves ex- 
cellent which a circuit of the links will 
not test.

that more than 200 Ugned the call in 
the first two days aud that at least 500 
will become members when the com- 
mittee has completed its work. It is 
not generally known that retail drug 
clerks usually work from fifteen to six- 
teen hours a clay. The eight hour work- 
day will be demanded when the union 
Is organized.

It would appear as If the Socialists 


of Sweden had won at least a partial 
victory In their struggle for universal 
suffrage, which caused the great three 
days' strike by the. combined trades 
unions of the country. The action of 
the riksdag—Agrarian in sentiment and 
therefore entirely opposed to an ex- 
tension of the suffrage privilege—in 
proposing an amendment to the gov- 
ernment's bill for electoral reform, call- 
lug for universal suffrage iu 1904, 
which w as carried by a vote of 117 to 
107, indicates that the Socialists' prop- 
aganda has not been unproductive of 
results. 


Sweden probably is the country in 


which clabs distinctions are the most 
tightly drawn of any continental coun- 
trj. There are three classes in Sweden 
—the nobility, the proletariat and the 
peasants. Neither politically nor in any 
other way does the hist mentioned 
class exercise much influence. Indeed, 
it may be said that there are only two 
big political parties in the country— 
Socialists and the Agrarians. The lapd- 
ed nobility constitute the leaders of 
the Agrarians. They have entire gov- 
ernmental control, having a working 
ulajorlty in both chambers and also-con- 
trolling the cabinet. The reason for 
this sweeping power is the present ex- 
isting constitution. 


The constitution, which dates from 


1800, provides for a parliament known 
as the riksdag, which, again, falls Into 
two divisions known respectively as 
the first and second chambers. 
The 


second chamber, which corresponds to 
the American house of representatives, 
is supposed to be elected by popular 
suffrage. The members are chosen for 
a term of three years. No one, how- 
ever, who does not possess property 
worth 1,000 crovrus or has an annual 
income of 800 crowns is entitled to u 
vote, and, as the yearly earnings of 
the Swedish mechanics and peasants 
arc considerably below that figure, 
these restrictions! mean practically a 
complete dlsenfranchlsement of those 
two classes. Indeed, by means of the 
restrictions the Agrarians have man- 
aged to keep the entire power in their 
hands, and they have also carefully 
limited tlie royal •prerogative. 


In tho fall of last year the Socialists 


instituted a campaign for electoral re- 
form. 
They contracted an alliance 


with the Liberals, under the leadership 
of Adolph Hedin, and their propagan- 
da became so aggressive that the Agra- 
rians In alarm Introduced a bill In tho 
second chamber providing for electo- 
ral reform. Upon inspection of thnt 
bill, however, it was found that it con 
taiued no visible improvement on the 
existing ones. Indeed, the so cullet' 
"reforms" were so trivial as to border 
on the farcical. The Socialists In March 
of this year resumed their agitation 
In April the Agrarian ministry, on the 
advice of the regent Crowii Prince 
Gustaf, it is said, having remained si- 
lent ns to its plans for reform, the agl 
tatiou assumed serious proportions. 


Vast demonstrations were hold In all 


the Important cities of the country, 
and the cry for universal suffrage was 
raised. In Stockholm alone 20.000 me- 
chanics paraded. 
Several riots took 


place, and many arrests were made. 
The Liberals in the. second chamber, 
fearing the growing bitterness between 
the police and the Socialists, organ- 
ized a committee which, with M. Hedin 
as leader, interviewed the minister of 
state, Baron von Otten. Hedin warned 
the minister that unless the police 
ceased to provoke the multitude seri 
ous trouble might ensue. The mjnislei 
took the warning, and the rioting came 
to an end. 


The great strike which followed soon 


afterward was the most imposing labor

•Notwithstanding the declarations of 
the Ohio llepublican platform, the fac- 
tories here claim that they are not 
prospering and the operatives claim 
that they have had no advancement in 
wages. 


Even Senator Hanna would not as- 


sert that wages have doubled in value 
and yet he makes the assertion that 
"farm products have doubled In value." 
If the laborer has to pay double for 
the necessaries of life, in what way 
has a slight increase in wages improved 
his condition, granting that there has 
been an increase? 


The Ohio platform praises the pro- 


tective system, but It fails to mention 
the fact that the tariff on Imports is 
always added to the price of the com- 
modities and that the money comes out 
of tlie pockets of the American people. 
It is oldent that Senator llantia be- 
lieves In robbery, but he thinks the 
best plan is to fleece the lamb so ten- 
derly that it \\ 111 enter no protest while 
the good work is In progress. 


Senator Hanna's platform declares 


that "labor should be Intelligently or- 
ganized" and that the Republicans "be- 
lie\ e iu fewer hours and larger rewards 
for labor." 
Good! Now, let Senator 


Hanua make a start by advancing the 
wages of the employees in every com- 
pany In which he has stock. 


The platform wants labor to bo "in- 


telligently organized," but we have no- 
ticed that the big bosses consider labor 
most intelligent when it is doing least 
to better its condition.—John Allen 
Mette in Augusta (Ga.)

demonstration that Scandinavia 
witnessed. As If by magic the whole 
machinery of industrial life became 
inanimate. 
Business life was pros- 


trated, und Stockholm, Sweden's most 
busy city, became as still as a grave- 
yard. During the three days of tho 
strike—from May 15 to May 17—no 
aowspapers were printed, no^ bread 
baked and na cars run. Not eten a 
vessel sailed from Stockholm, nnd it 
was impossible to buy either groceries 
.or,,.merchandise, for the simple reason 
that all stores were closed. In'^toc^-' 
holm alone 20,000 men struck, and al- 
together it Is estimated that iu those 
three days a half million men—mechan- 
ics, laborers and peasants—were en- 
tirely idle.

oughly alarmed. Their leaders in the 
chambers held a hurried consttltatidti1 
with the crown prince and ministry, lit 
Which it was decided to acquiesce in 
the Socialists* demand by providing for 
universal suffrage when the riksdag 
convenes in January, 1004. On the ad- 
vice of Hodln- the Socialists accepted 
this proposal, and now, for the time at 
least, everything is quiet.—Stockholm 
Letter in New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser. 


ONE UNION'S PROGRESS. 


How the Boot and Shoe Workers 


Have Grown In Two Yen.ru. 


Secretary Baine of the Boot and Shoe 


Workers' International union, which 
recently held a convention in Detroit, 
says: 


"The Book and Shoe Workers' union 


was organized in 1895 on the cheap 
dues plan (10 cents per week), with no 
benefits, and continued working under 
that plan until the convention of Juno, 
1899, when at the advice of the gen- 
eral officers high dues were adopted 
(25 cents per week), with sick, death 
and strike benefits. 


"This departure being a new one for 


the shoo workers, the general union 
met with opposition from the mem- 
bers, which resulted in a decrease in 
membership which we were nearly a 
year in making up. 
Since 1900 our 


progress has been rapid, and at present 
we have twice the number of members 
in good standing that we had under 
the old dues system, and we" b,ave at 
present nearly $100,000 In our treasury 
in spite of the fact that we have been 
paying thousands of dollars in^the last 
two years for sick and death benefits. 


"At the start in 1899 we had fifty 


stamp factories on our list. T;qd,ay we 
have over 200. We also have many 
manufacturers of shoe trade supplies, 
who also employ members' of this 
union and use our union label on their 
products. Our increase in union stamp 
factories has been in the main, due to 
our policy of granting the union stamp 
to the njanufacturer under existing 
conditions at the time of his applica- 
tion for the stamp, with no 'charge, 
either direct or indirect, and in letting 
all matters of wages that cannot be 
mutually settled between the employer 
and employees be referred to a board 
of arbitration, which Insures the em- 
ployer against strikes or cessation of 
work at any time and also insures the 
elnployee'against loss of time through 
strikes, which has always heretofore 
been a bad feature to our organization. 


"1.might say that since we have been 


under the new system of high1 dues 
and benefits a shoe worker once joining 
our organization takes more pains to 
keep bis dues paid up and ^hpws a 
•'stronger desire to keep- from suspen- 
sion than he did under the old system. 
This has enabled us to enforce disci- 
pline among oar members arid7 make 
our contract valuable to the manufac- 
turer."

dress on "Tirades Unionism" delivered 
by Rev. Father Peter C. Yorke of San 
Francisco: 


It is true that under certain condi- 


tions labor can produce everything it 
wants—that is to say, that is true in an 
agricultural community. But in a com- 
munity such a* that of today the com- 
ing together of capital and labor Is ab- 
solutely necessary for production, or. 
If that be putting it too strong, it is the 
common and ordinary way by which 
production is accomplished. How does 
a man get work today? He goes "to 
some man who has capital, who can 
pay his wages and take the product of 
his labor. If you want work, you have 
to go to the shops, to the yards, to the 
business houses or to the railroads. 
All those things represent capital or 
combinations of labor, and they, in con- 
junction with the workingruan, are able 
either to produce that which the con- 
sumer demands or to carry It to hia 
door. 


Now, what are the relations between 


labor and capital? That is the great 
question that disturbs the industrial 
world today. I will lay it down as a 
fact, and a fact which you must hold 
to and cling to above all other facts, 
that there is some necessary relation 
between labor and capital. Just ns 
there is a just price for a piece of 
goods there must be a just price for 
labor. There must be a fair wage. 


Unions are necessary from the fjct 


that wherever you have the sweetVou 
must always have some element of bit- 
terness. I suppose we bad a fair share 
of the last mimed, element in the last 
fight thnt we had here between labor 
and capital. There were some peoplo 
who would have boiled other people iu 
vinegar at that time. The trouble of 
it is that that bitterness remains after 
the fight is over. Therefore there is a 
tendency, when the working people 
have put their grievance before the 
capitalist and especially when they 
have compelled the capitalist to do the 
fair thing by them, that n certain 
amount of revenge, a certain amount 
of retaliation, of persecution of those 
who have been leaders incite Indus- 
trial fight, will result. If men are dis- 
organized, it' each man is looking out 
for himself. If it its "each man sa>e 
himself and the devil take the hind- 
most," you know that wh8n the fight 
is over and people go back to work the 
isolated uuits, the men who are not 
protected by the shield of brotherhood, 
Avho do not belong to the Colons and 
who have not over them the ccgls of 
the union, can be followed up and perse- 
cuted and run out of town. So, If un- 
ionism is necessary before the battle 
and during the battle, it is doubly nec" 
essary after the battle.

Dr. A. A. Julen recently brought be 


fore the New York Academy of Sciencet 
evidence to show that the ravages

salt spray driven for hours before a vio- 
lent wind act like a gigantic sand blast, 
eating away with surprising rapidity 
the layers of gravel and sand of which 
many projecting headlands are com- 
posed. The surfaces of bodies exposed 
to eucb a wind are soon pitted.

ated by the sun's contraction could not 


! have kept up its present Btipplj of heat 
for much more than twenty or thirty 
millions of years. 


It will suffice to say in a general 


way that tho study of earth and ocean 
shoivs evidence of the action of n se- 
ries of causes which must have been 
going on for hundreds of millions, 
quite probably for thousands of mil- 
lions, of years. 


Moreover, the commencement of tho 


geological operations of which 
w« 


speak is by no means the commence- 
ment of the earth's existence. The the- 
ories of both patties agree that for

before 
the 
geological 


changes now visible commenced our 
planet was a molten IHHSS, perhaps 
OVPIJ an Incandescent globe like tin' 
sun.

the earth's orbit and slowly contract- 
ing its dimensions. 
And these eons 


are to be included In the physicist's 
estimate of twenty or thirty millions 
of years.

was not fatal the second will put it out 
of their power to crawl over bald 
heads.
